Issued a Message on the Significance 


of the Coming Arbor Day 


Observance. 


Washington, April 15 — President 


Roosevelt has addressed "to the 
schoolchildren of the United States" a 
message on the significance of Arbor 
day, which during the month of April 
is celebrated in many states. He saj s 
in part: "It is well that you should 
celebrate your Arbor day thoughtfully, 
for within your lifetime the nation's 
need of trees will become serious. If 
you neglect to prepare yours g^ves now 
for the duties and responsibilities 
which will fall upon you later, j'ou will 
suffer the consequences. So any na- 
tion which in its youth lives only for 
the day, reaps without sowing and 
consumes without husbanding, must 
expect the penalty of the prodigal. A 
true forest is not merely a storehouse 
full of wood, but, as it were, a factory 
of wood, and at the same time a reser- 
voir of water.

from the Twelfth district, compris- 
ng Licking and Muskingum counties. 
But few men, in his day, commanded 
more fully the respect and confidence 
of the people among whom he resid- 
ed than did General Taylor. 


Had he chosen to have remained in 


public life, his 
constituents would 


have been glad to 
have 
continued 


him in Congress 
indefinitely. 
But 


political life and political honors had 
few allurements for him, compared 
with the more genial pursuits of pri- 
vate life. 


His public services were 
un- 


grudgingly and unselfishly perform- 
ed. He was active in promoting all 
the local interests, as well as the gen- 
eral interests of the state. 


He was born 
in 
Connecticut in 


1796, and died in Licking county in 
1848. He served as a soldier in the 
war of 1812, and was a civil engineer 
by profession. 
He surveyed and es- 


tablished the boundary line between 
Ohio and Michigan, after the adjust- 
ment of what is known as the "To- 
ledo war," in 1834-1836.
